Their replies show that, whatever 
their reasons for becoming religious, 
they have a wide range of experience 
which is expressed in their answers to 
the second question—why stay a 
religious? 


Here are the responses: 


Sister Jeannine Cote, Sister of Jesus 
and Mary, secretary in the diocesan 
office of education: 


Then: Twenty years ago | became a 
sister in response to a call—a call 
within my heart of hearts that Jesus 
wanted me to belong to him as a 
Religious of Jesus and Mary and serve 
him in others. This call was not 
manifested in any spectacular way, 
but was similar to a persistent 
reminder like a gentle breeze in the 
night, that Christ wanted me to give 
myself to him. | did not want to hear; | 
hesitated to really listen to what was 
said within myself, yet the voice 
persistently remained until | took the 


_ step of entering the novitiate. 


Now: | am and remain a sister in 
response to Jesus’ faithful promise. 
He has called me, he sustains and 
guides me. My life is open and 
available to serve him in others with 
gifts and talents he has given me. 
During the years, | have hesitated, | 
have questioned and | have resisted 
and yet time has and is still unfolding 
the truth of his faithful Love. My 
response to him is to his continual call 
of not only twenty years ago, but an 
ever present call and a deepening yes 
to him. In return, he leaves me with 
his peace and joy within my own heart 
of hearts. 
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Sister Dolores Dowling, Benedictine 
at the Convent of Perpetual 
Adoration, San Diego: 

Then: | became a sister because the 
Lord gave me no peace until | did! He 
kept calling me to the kind of life 
where | would be giving him that close 
attention, which is prayer and where | 
would have the support of other 
women who share the same vision 
and goal. 


Now: | am a sister today because | 
believe more than ever that we need 
places where the transcendent God 
can be met. There is a hunger of the 
spirit in the people of our time that 
cannot be satisfied except by the 
living God. My monastic life gives me 
the time and space to feed this 
hunger, not just for myself, but. for 
“the life of the world.” 


Sister Patricia Ann Born, Commun- 
ity of the Holy Spirit, in diocesan 
office of religious: education: 


Then: Pride in my church and love 
of being a Catholic motivated me to 
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the service of persons in whom the 
Spirit resides. | chose to “change the 


world” into a more just place through 


the life style of a religious woman. 


Now: Twenty-one years later the 
above reasons still hold along with a 
few others..In this age of pluralism a 
still greater challenge exists inlivinga 
religious Commitment. “How to be a 
religious” is a subject of controversy 
within the church. There is great 
pressure placed on women religious 
from. those who refuse to accept 
diversity in the life styles chosen by 
religious today.

Looking back in hope 


By Father Neal Dolan — 


Ten years of vocation memories 


In place of “A time to keep” this 
week this article by Father Neal Dolan 
shows how he was “caught” by Bishop 
Francis Furey into being made first 
diocesan vocations director 10 years 
ago, a position he is now relin- 
quishing. A companion article by 
Father Dolan appears on page 10. 


I'll never forget in the spring of 1968 when 
Bishop Furey called me on the phone—! was 
assigned at that time to Our Lady of Guadalupe 
parish, San Bernardino—and asked me if | would 
consider filling the position in the diocese of 
vocations director. | remember | was somewhat 
stunned because | wasn’t expecting this call. I’d 
only been assigned at the parish for 11 months 
and | really didn’t expect to be transferred for at 
least another year or two. We had several rectors 
of seminaries and seminary personnel who had 
worked in vocations but no one had the position 
of vocations director. 


In 1968 the church was in turmoil as a result 
of Vatican I!. The 60’s were also times of turmoil 
and tension in our country and a difficulty within 
the church was as it related to dedication and 
commitment. There certainly was questioning of 
celibacy. A number of priests had left, who were 
friends of mine, and many had left throughout 
the country. There was just general upheaval as 
to what was going to take place in church 
circles. Because of that, the enrollment of 
seminaries went down seriously, and it was very 
important for someone to enter into an office 
and take charge of recruitment. And that’s what 
Bishop Furey was asking me to do. 


The very first year of my ministry as vocations 
director was one of cautiousness and reflection. 
Knowing the times myself and being a part of 
them, | had to consider what it meant to invite 
people to be interested not only in churchwork, 
but even to the point of becoming priests and 
religious. So.!| decided that | would start with 
various activities at every level of youth work. | 
entered into Search weekends and got involved 
very much on a person to person level to see if 
that wouldn't be a way of carrying the message. 


l remember | got the startling news about 
youthful thinking at that point of history when | 
called together a group at one of our college 
Campuses and asked them if they would be 
interested in having a retreat. They told me that 
we could have a retreat, but one thing we 
couldn't do is talk very much about God. And, 
even more importantly, we really shouldn't 
mention much the person of Jesus Christ. 


This really startled me. It was the kind of 
statement that really was a part of the climate of 
those late 60’s and they very much echoed the 
thoughts of many people. 

| reacted by saying, “I wonder whether | 
should have any part of a retreat that doesn’t 


mention God much and rarely admits and refers 
to Jesus Christ.” | also was threatened, because 
as a priest a very important part of my whole 
spiritual experience is the celebration of the 
eucharist. And they weren't too interested in 
having a liturgy of the eucharist. Maybe some 
prayer, but only for those who wanted to 
participate. 

| did decide to participate in the retreat, even 
though we changed the name to a “sharing 
session,” in order that | could be present to 
young people to have conversations with them 
which eventually would lead to my own reflection 
to my own life, and my own witness, which would 
be Christ himself. 


It proved itself worthwhile and for about two 
years | worked in that kind of program and did 
very little in the sense of really going out to do 
what | was hired to do as a vocations director— 
to recruit vocations. 


There was a certain change in climate as we 
approached the 70's and | was very much 
affected by it. It was the tendency in the 60's 
towards “community.” Communes and that kind 
of life style moved away from that in the early 
70's to “individuality.” This led to the 
introspection kind of self-analysis. It meant 
moving away from being caught up with all kinds 
of things. 

This proved to be both helpful and difficult 
because it moved away from the community 
experience, which has its own pitfalls, into the 
realm of the individual with its own difficulties. It 
was difficult to work in with the vocation picture. — 


f 


_ Although there was a reflectiveness going on, 


it was one that really was not attached to 
entering service. Service, of course, requires a 
real understanding of what community is about. 
So the difficulties in the early 70’s were very 
much geared into that. 

So. my thrust in vocation work over ten years 
has been a learning process of what it is to be a 
person to others when it comes to counseling. It 
was very much a challenge for me to understand 
in a patient way how long it would take for 
people to accept the challenge that sometimes is 
given to them by the talents they possess, by the 
interest they might have in service and by the 
kindness and gentleness that many young 
people have possessed throughout history but 
in a special way in the 70's. 
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Not I, but Christ in me 


We were talking...about where 
leadership and evangelization begin 
and end. 

Continuing reports of decreasing 
vocation to and defections from the 
priesthood and religious life are 
largely deeply depressing and dis- 
heartening to many of the Christian 
community. Often it arouses a dis- 
turbing sense of insecurity, some- 
times near panic, particularly among 
. Catholics of the “old school.” 

As one speaker at a recent CCD 
Congress expressed it, Catholics don’t 
know how to put their lives into the 
contact of faith without a priest. The 
specter of fewer or no available priests 
is frightening. 


THIS DEPENDENCE is by no means 
entirely the fault of the people 
themselves. Traditionally we have 
been persuaded towards self-doubt. 


Without priests to guide and direct, 
to dictate what they should think and 
do and believe, the “faithful” have 
been truly sheep sans shepherd. 


The idea of their unworthiness and 
ignorance of the mystery and majesty 
of God and of all things spiritual was 
inculcated from grade school and 
before. 


OFTEN PROFOUND and life-shak- 
ing spiritual experience was dis- 
missed as “neurotic imaginings” by 
elitist pastors. For decades, even 
centuries, the idea of true Christian 
vocation was understood to refer 
exclusively to a call to ordained 
ministry or. communal religious life. 


But with higher: education and 
accessibility to theological writings 
becoming more common, the picture 
has changed. Certain time-hallowed 
definitions have been questioned and 
attitudes challenged. 


Since Vatican II] and the concurrent 
emergence of the charismatic renew- 
al movement the whole idea of 
ministry and vocation has undergone 
reexamination. 


THERE HAS BEEN a subtle but 
enduring relating of vocation and 
witness to the lay state—to the 
common or garden Christian. Ministry 
has. come to indicate not only litur- 
gical function but the living out of a 
Christian life within communities of 
family, neighborhood and divers 
social structures. 


The infusion of “Protestant” but 
authentically biblical themes of 
persor | reconciliation and evangeli- 


.. zation as essential to Christian living, 


that entered through the “back door” 
of charismatic renewal has gradually 
been changing concepts and_atti- 
tudes towards vocation. 


It is true that some priests—and 
people—are uneasy, even outraged, 


at the steadily broadening under- 


standing and pursuit of vocation and 
ministry. But it is, | believe, a 
development of immense value to the 
priesthood and also to religious 
communities. 


AT ONE TIME, a person responding 
to the call to a life of service and 
spiritual growth would be inevitably 
steered towards the convent or 
seminary. Today, a young person 
drawn to such commitment may 
resist this kind of pressure and feel 
free to investigate other possibilities. 
The “lay apostolate” is no longer 
viewed as altar cleaning and fund 
raising, but a dynamic call to personal 
reconciliation—spiritual maturity and 
a sharing in the life of Christ in 
communities of home, work and other 
social groups. 


THE CONCEPT OF Christian com- 
mitment as to a diversity of life-styles 
and ministries is, | think, a sign of 


vigor and springtime in the church. If 
there are fewer priests and religious, 
perhaps they will be better priests and 
religious, because they have cho- 
sen—not the only lifestyle—but the 
one’ among many to which they feel 
irresistibly drawn. 


Greater commitment paradoxically 
will always give greater personal 
freedom. Once we accept the dedi- 
cated life of service and reconciliation 
in community as the “norm” for a 
Christian, we are freed to contem- 
plate in what life-style we choose to 
realize that call. 


WE NEED PRIESTS. We wil! proba- 
bly always need priests—and more © 
and more. But we also need lay 
ministers of every kind, to serve in 
every area of life, so that forgiving, 
loving Christian communities are 
evident in every intersection of our 
secular cities and towns. 


Let us pray for our priests and God 
will do what he wills. But let us do so 
without anxiety or foreboding. A 
fearless, optimistic, trusting people 
who walk with their hands in Christ's 
form the soil that germinates priests 
and their love and hope will fertilize 
the seedlings.

THAT PATH brought her to San Diego 


where she completed her 12th year of . 


teaching primary grades in Catholic 
schools four years ago at All Hallows 
parish, La Jolla. 

: Seeking to broad- 
en her perspective, 
she sought a job in 
which she would 
communicate 
mainly with adults, 
and ‘‘somewhat 
providentially” went 
to work in the dio- 
cesan Missions 
Office for Father 
Anthony Chylewski. 


There she met visiting missionaries 
“who couldn't wait” to get back to their 
missions. “Any time away was too long for 
them.” 


THEN SHE WAS able to visit her 
community’s missions in Peru and a 
mission in Bolivia. This was a very 
meditative time for her. “Could this be a 
reality in my life?” she thought as she 
watched the sisters in their work. 

And in Bolivia she found the people 
willing to share what little they had. “They 
were very warm,” Sister Celia related. 
“Women would ask me when! was coming 
back to stay?” she said, obviously inspired 
and encouraged by the memory. 

And last year, besides attending a 
Mission Institute in Maryknoll, N.Y., for

Appalachia, Sister Celia spent much of her 
time praying, discerning and trusting 
that the Lord would give her direction. 


SHE STILL FELT the missions beckon- 
ing. In November she wrote another letter 
of application to the mission coordinator 
of the Sisters of St. Joseph of Carondelet, 
which she had served for 20 years. This 
time she didn't tear it up. She was 
accepted in February, 1978. 


“| was ready to go right then,” she said 
exhuberantly, but it looks like it will be 
August or September when she leaves for 
Peru. 


~The St. Joseph Sisters there are 
engaged in teaching, medical service in 
clinics, and pastoral and catechetical 
ministries. Sister Celia will serve in one of 
those areas. 


SHE HAS BEEN preparing herself for a 
simple life-style with satisfying discover- 
ies. 

“When going through my things, | made 
three piles: Keep, Can't Keep, and Maybe. 
Then | thought, ‘If | were preparing to die, | 
wouldn’t need to keep anything.’ So | 
stripped away all the unnecessary things. 


“That put me in touch with the simplicity 
of life. | could give myself for these people 
in not taking all this excess. 


“BUT I'M NOT just giving myself to 
them. | will learn from them—from their 
simple faith. They don’t have. many 
possessions, but they are happy in their 
simplicity.” 

Culture shock? 

“No. | had my culture shock when | 
came back to the States from visiting Peru 
and Bolivia. | couldn’t thank God enough 
for the blessings here, even for a glass of 
water, prepared foods, and such tasks as 
washing clothes.” 

And she can’t wait to get back.

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Catholics, Protestants and Jews 


They share many common problems

Christianity has not enjoyed very good relations with its 
parent religion over the centuries. Indeed, the record is 
remarkable for the unremitting violence, both verbal and 
physical, aimed by Christians against the Judaism which 
gave it birth. 


But even more surprising than the enmities which 
separated us are the ties that bound us together. Through it 
all, the church never quite totally forgot St. Paul’s warning: 
“Remember, that you do not support the root: it is the root 
that supports you” (Romans 11:18). 


TODAY, IN THE wake of the Second Vatican Council, 
a new age of dialogue has begun to replace the monologues 
of the past. Through it both Jews and Christians have been 
learning that the values we share are deep. This, of course, 
should not have come as a surprise since Christian moral 
values as well as our very notions of the nature of God and 
humanity are essentially Jewish in origin. 


Jesus and the apostles, after all, were pious Jews who 
believed in the Hebrew Scriptures as the Bible for their own 
lives. Jesus’ summary of the Torah (“Love God...and your 
neighbor...”) was not new legislation, but merely a 
combination of quotations from the Pentateuch 
(Deuteronomy 6 and Leviticus 19:18). 


In America, the theological heritage we share has been 
strengthened by common experiences and interests. 
Catholics and Jews especially, but many Protestant 
communities as well, came to this country as immigrants, 
often on the same ships fleeing the same harshness of 
poverty and persecution in Europe. Here, we were 
clustered into the same urban ghettoes and our labor 
equally exploited. 


WE HAVE similar views on the importance of the family, 
and a similar sense of being a part of a larger religious 
community. Today, even our voting, educational and 
occupational patterns reveal remarkable similarities due to 
our histories as ethnics. Catholic and Jewish immigrants 
together bore the brunt of American nativist movements 
and were excluded from the same clubs. 


All of us, Catholics and Jews, face a common problem 
because of the assimilating tendencies of a dominant 


culture. Each community in its own way has striven to hold 
together the essence of its heritage while undergoing the 
process of Americanization. 


And, whether in the cities, the suburbs or in rural areas, 
we find our religious structures showing the same kinds of 
internal and external strains. 


COMMON PROBLEMS have brought us together in 
America as never before. Perhaps by sharing more deeply 
and openly our common values and insights, we can learn 
from each other today, lessons that will help make us 
stronger in our own traditions. if 


The National Conference of Catholic Bishops, in its 1975 
statement celebrating the 10th anniversary of Vatican II's 
declaration on the Jews, put it this way: 

“In effect, we find in the Epistle to the Romans (Ch. 9-11) 


long-neglected passages which help us to construct a new 
and positive attitude toward the Jewish people. 


“There is here a task incumbent on theologians, as yet 
hardly begun, to explore the continuing relationship of 
Jewish people with God and their spiritual bonds with the 
New Covenant and the fulfillment of God’s plan for both 
church and synagogue.”

“The human rights rabbi of America” was how Sacred 
Heart University of Bridgeport, Conn., described him when 
earlier this year it conferred an honorary doctorate on 
Rabbi Marc H. Tanenbaum, a leading personality in 
promoting improved relationships between Christians and 
Jews in America. 


As a colleague and friend for the past 10 years of this 
dynamic, incredibly creative 52-year-old Conservative rabbi- 
scholar-activist, I know that this characterization meant 
more to him than most of the many other doctorates, 
honors and awards he has received during his 25 years of 
public service.

THE “HUMAN RIGHTS rabbi of America” tribute 
expresses succinctly the remarkable synthesis that Rabbi 
Tanenbaum has achieved in his quarter century of i 
dedicated service. He is a committed Jew deeply rooted in 
the faith and traditions of Judaism, vitally concerned about

elsewhere. 


He is at the same time a compassionate humanitarian 
who has responded with deeds as well as with eloquent 
words—passionate words echoing the prophets of Israel—to 
the plight and suffering of black Christians in Uganda, 
Biafra, the Sudan, South Africa and Rhodesia; to the 
Vietnamese boat people and Indo-Chinese refugees; to 
Catholics and Protestants in Ireland; to Catholics as well as 
Jews afflicted by terrorism in Argentina and in other Latin 
American countries; to Moslems in Bangladesh and in the 
Sahelian zone of West Africa; to Greek Orthodox in 
Cyprus and to Christians and Moslems in Lebanon. 


In every one of these crisis situations in which human life 
was at stake, Rabbi Tanenbaum was among the first Jews— 
in a number of situations, frequently he was the first Jewish 
leader—to help organize major national interreligious 
programs to defend.human rights and to provide food, 
clothing and shelter for the starving millions of deprived 
peoples regardless of their religious, racial or ethnic 
identities. 


GIVEN ALL the pressures and threats against the 
Jewish people in the world today—from Nazis in America 
and in Germany, from anti-Semitism fostered by the Soviet 
Union and some Arab countries—where does a Jewish 
leader of Rabbi Tanenbaum’s stature find the moral 
resources to be concerned both about Jews and about 
other members of the human family? 


“We Jews have learned one permanent, universal lesson 
from the Nazi trauma,” Rabbi Tanenbaum declares over 
and over again in the hundreds of speeches he makes 
annually throughout the United States and in other parts of 
the world. “And that lesson is a paraphrase from the Book 
of Leviticus—‘You shall not stand idly by while the blood of 
your brothers and sisters cry out to you from the earth.’ ” 


He adds: “Because the world community has refused to 
face up to the-meaning of the Nazi Holocaust, anti-Semitism 
and racial prejudice, and to mobilize adequately in a 
determined effort to stand against such evil, we face all 
over the world today an epidemic of callousness to the 
value of human life, a wave of dehumanization manifested in 
violence, terrorism and abuse of human rights. 


“WITHOUT ANY messianic fantasies, fam simply 
determined to do whatever I can in concert with my 
Christian brothers and sisters and other people of good will 
to try to lessen the quotient of human suffering in the 
world.” 


Ecumenism: The task of reconciling the churches

Of all the social forces that can drive deep divisions 
among peoples, religion sometimes seems to be the most 
successful. Religions, dedicated to the ideals of love and 
fellowship, also seem capable of fostering the painful 
opposites. 


The Reformation drove so profound a wedge among 
Christians that it has taken four centuries to get over it. 
True, the divisions still abide, but the emotional hostility 
that supported such cleavages has mercifully died down. 


ECUMENISM—the work of reconciling diverse 
churches—began with the Protestants. Starting with the 
World Missionary Conference in Edinburgh in 1910, 
followed by many other such gatherings, the movement 
established a World Council of Churches in Amsterdam in 
1948. 


Cardinal Mercier, cooperating with Lord Halifax, 
instituted the Anglican-Catholic conversations in Belgium in 
the 1920s. In the United States, the Graymoor Friars 
(formerly an Episcopalian group) worked to bridge the gap 
between Protestants and Catholics. 


Not until Vatican Council II, however, did the 


involvement of the Catholic church in ecumenical efforts 
take a serious turn. The most dramatic outcome of this in 
symbolic terms was the visit of Pope Paul VI to the World 
Council of Churches headquarters in Geneva in 1971, 
where he recited the Lord’s Prayer with its leaders. 


THE KEY CONCEPT in the new attitude between 
Catholics and Protestants is dialogue. Catholics and 
Protestants discuss their mutual differences in a spirit of 
love. At the parish level, pulpit exchanges, mutual prayer 
services and working together in the cause of justice 
characterize the new look. 


At the scholar’s level there are now long-standing official 
dialogues facing issues that were once too painful to 
discuss—the role of the pope, the meaning of the eucharist, 
the position of Mary, the nature of the apostolic succession 
and the relation of the Bible to tradition. 


The results have been gratifying and promising. A great 
deal of attention has been given to the matter of the 
eucharist. The Roman Catholic-Anglican Windsor statement 
on the eucharist in 1971 illustrates the kind of progress that 
is being made. 


THE TWO CHURCHES generally agreed that Christis 
truly present in eucharist and that his sacrifice is made 


present through the sacrament. Meetings with Lutherans 
and Reformed Christians have come to much the same 
conclusion. 

On the role of the pope, the American Lutheran and 
Catholic dialogue in 1974 and a similar one with Anglicans 
in 1975 agreed that the New Testament shows that Peter 
appears to bear a responsibility for the whole church. 


They also acknowledged that the bishop of Rome for 
many centuries clearly succeeded to this Petrine ministry. 
The Protestant scholars involved admit the value of a papal 
primacy, but they seem far from ready to accept it under its 
present form. . 

A MORE DIFFICULT question is the matter of 
apostolic succession and the validity of ordination. Some 
Protestants still argue that apostolic succession means more 
a fidelity to the ideals and faith of the apostles than to a 
specific ceremony of laying on of hands. Most Catholics in 
the dialogue disagree, as of course does the official church 
position. Progress on this issue is a long way from solution. 

What is more impressive is the fact that in the short 
space of 15 years, a friendly dialogue has begun and 
progressed with comparative speed. We are sowing the 
seeds of unity and love. God grant that our descendants 
will reap the one church for which we long today.

Heroic pioneer 
He was ‘one of 
a kind’ in many 
different ways

A few years after the death of Jesuit Father Gustave 
Weigel on Jan. 3, 1964, some commemorative essays were 


-published in a booklet, “One of a Kind.” A more apt title 


could hardly have been chosen, for he was one of a kind in 
sO many ways: a unique personality to begin with and a 
heroic pioneer in the Catholic ecumenical endeavor. 


Born in Buffalo, N.Y. in 1906, he inherited from his 
parents, children of Alsatian immigrants, the dialect of 
his grandparents and certain characteristics which were 
to stamp his personality. 


AMONG THESE traits were a simple, unfeigned 
directness and a dogged industriousnes. At Canisius High 
School he came to know and admire the Jesuits and, when 
he graduated at 16, entered the Jesuit novitiate in New 
York. 


He studied philosophy and theology at Woodstock, Md. 
There he formed a deep friendship with a fellow student 
who, like him, was to leave an indelible impress on the 
church of the 20th century, John Courtney Murray. 


An intense student, he displayed little of that wonderful 
sense of humor that so endeared him to people ‘later. He 
had first to ground himself solidly in truth and reality. Then 
he could view the vicissitudes of a changing world without 


being shaken, without taking everything with equal 
seriousness. 


SURE OF HIMSELF and his convictions, he could 
afford to be flexible, to bend without breaking. This blend of 
firmness and flexibility fitted him admirably for later dialogue 
with non-Catholics. 


After ordination Father Weigel went to. Rome for his 
doctorate in theology at the Gregorian University. Then he 
was sent to Chile to teach dogmatics at the new Catholic 
University there. He was not overjoyed, as he had thought 
he would remain on the staff of the Gregorian. 


But his years in Santiago were about the happiest of his 
life. He made a gradual but definite transition from an ivory- 
tower student to a priest very much in tune with the world 

-and people. 


HIS VAST erudition impressed his students, but so did 
his common sense and down-to-earthness. His good humor 
and gentle irony endeared him to all, earning for him an 
affectionate nickname: the Gringo. 


His influence on a generation of clergy, including bishops 
who would take part in Vatican Council Il, is inestimable. 
Certain things about him were surprising, even a little 
shocking to people who had formed a rather stiff, stodgy 
image of a priest. 


He was unaffected, jocose, relaxed. But he was every 
inch a priest, and the combination drew people to him from 
all quarters, swamping him with requests for lectures, 
.conferences, retreats, counseling, dialogue. 


HE WAS a part of the Chilean scene. So it was a shock 
when, during a visit to the United States in 1948 he 
received word from Rome that he was not to return to 
Santiago. For a while he was lost, crestfallen, homesick; 
only his strong sense of obedience saw him through. 


Back in Woodstock he immersed-himself in study and 
teaching, but he lacked direction. Then John Murray made 
a request that was to give him direction and distinction for 
the rest of his life. The Jesuit periodical, Theological 
Studies, needed an expert in Protestant theology, at that 
time a no-man’s land for Catholic theologians. 
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Father Gustave Weigel 


Gus, as nearly everyone called him, rose to the challenge, 


and the two articles he wrote in 1950 attracted the attention - 


of Protestant leaders and started him on a career of 
ecumenical activity which was to bear rich fruit. 


IN 1953 he went to Germany on a cultural exchange 
mission for the State Department and lectured at Tubingen 
and Mainz. Then cancer struck and almost finished him 
before it was arrested. Recovery was slow. In 1956 he 
resumed teaching, writing, lecturing, advising; it was Chile 
all over again. But Rome still lay ahead. 


When Vatican Council II opened, he was named official 
interpreter for the Protestant and other non-Catholic 
observers, who had special seating in St. Peter’s Basilica. 
His.devotion to them was nothing short of heroic.

Ecumenical renewal 


People share the eucharistic cup at grass-roots level

On March 23, 1977, Pope Paul VI and Anglican 
Archbishop Michael Ramsey of Canterbury exchanged 
fraternal greetings in Rome and issued a “Joint Declaration 
on Cooperation.” ‘ 


In it, they expressed a desire that all Christians who 
belong to both their faith communities be animated by 
“sentiments of respect, esteem and fraternal love; and in 
order to help these develop to the full, they intend to 
inaugurate between the Roman Catholic church and the 
whole Anglican Communion a serious dialogue which, 
founded on the gospels and on the ancient common 
traditions, may lead to unity in truth for which Christ 
prayed.” 


WITHIN THE past year our own bishop of Syracuse 
and the Episcopal bishop of Central New York met in 
somewhat similar fashion, then signed a joint agreement 


between the two traditions. This declaration like that 
published by Pope Paul and Archbishop Ramsey, urged 
local parishes to embark on joint efforts which might 
promote the oneness Jesus longed for among Christians. 


At a monthly clergy luncheon recently, the local Episcopal 
priest, Father Jeffrey Knox, and I discussed some possible 
ways of implementing the document promulgated by our 
two bishops. We decided a common renewal evening for 
their readers and bearers of the cup with our lectors and 
ministers of Communion might serve as a starter. 


The program itself began at 8 p.m. in our church hall with 
a welcome from the pastor and around-the-table 
introductions. A snowy, bitterly cold night cut the 


attendance, with about 30 out of a potential 60 persons on 
hand. 


FOR 15 TO 20 minutes, Father Knox outlined the 
history of liturgical renewal within the Episcopal tradition, 
including the background behind the recent use of lay 


readers and bearers of the cup. Then I covered roughly the 
same points from a Roman Catholic point of view. 


Following our presentations, representatives from the 
Catholic parish explained the practical function of.a lector 
and our special ministers of communion. Afterwards, two 
delegates from the Episcopal parish described their parallel 
tasks in that church. 

A question-and-answer period concluded this instruction 
part of the evening. The inquiries jumped into other areas, 
for example, “Do you have confession in the Episcopal 
church?” and “Are Catholics still required to confess before 
communion?” 


ALL OF US then proceeded to the church proper for 
communal recitation of compline or night prayer according 
to the revised Roman Catholic Liturgy of the Hours. 

Father Knox and I concelebrated, as it were, the prayer 
service with persons from both churches fulfilling various 
other functions.

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What's happened in vocations recruitment? 


Youth today is looking for heroes 


-By Father Neal Dolan 
Vocations Director 


Father Dolan, who is ending ten 
years as diocesan vocations director, 
has interviewed in that time about 
700 students as potential entrants for 
the priesthood. Of these, more than 
100 have responded by taking some 
formation program, while a further 
350 have responded by entering into 
some service related to dedication to 
Christ. Father Dolan feels the per- 
sonal contact has helped them in 
making their decisions. 


Where are we going and what are we 
doing with vocations in 1978? Having 
watched young people come through 
the turmoil and challenge of the past 
ten years and seen their return to 
seeking the spiritual aspect of their 
lives, | am hopeful. But it presents a 
real challenge to the church today in 
all of its ministry. 


It bears out what | have discovered, 
particularly in the last eight years, that 
personal contact is very important, 
and that contact must be maintained 
with them so that right decisions are 
made. 


IT 1S ESPECIALLY important that 
those who are leading in ministry 
encourage young people to realize 
how good they really are in the eyes of 
God, and to build up their self- 
confidence so that they can reach the 
proper conclusions as to how they are 
going to live their lives. 

This applies equally to married life, 
to religious life and to the single life. It 
means that we in leadership have to 
understand what. it is to accept the 
weakness of others—not to condone 
it, but to understand—and to be 
prepared to discuss it and know what 
to do about it. 


A very important part of our work 
must be to build up self-confidence 
and help others to overcome any 
weakness that may be present. 


So the personal approach is very 
important, with follow up. And it takes 
time and patience. This is very 
important for anyone who is to be 
encouraged to consider the priest- 
hood, sisterhood or brotherhood. 
Patience is essential, because | have 
found that timing is vitally important. 


SOMETIMES we fail to call forth 
those to serve in a religious life 
because we want answers too quickly. 
Yet it may take someone two, three or 
four years of serious consideration 
before they ever enter the seminary or 
novitiate or prepare for ministry. 


But all of us, religious and lay

people alike, have to be supportive of 
them during this time in order that 
they can make the decision clearly, 
and with God’s grace and assistance, 
according to their timetable.

But we have to 
understand that the development of a 
vocation is going to come through 
good example. 


We, as leaders, have to give a good 
example, to show that we believe what 


_we Say, that we believe in how we live, 


and that we carry a message by our 
very presence that can be admired. 


YOUNG PEOPLE notice very quickly 
if someone is unhappy with his way of 
life and is trying to force that way on 
others. So strict recruitment pro- 
gramming is not the answer, but 
“being present’ and showing the 
happiness we possess—while ad- 
mitting the difficulties—is very 
important. 


We can always blend what it means 
to follow Christ with the point about 
difficulties, because the difficulties 
are going to be part of following Christ. 


The good example is important. 
That’s not.a new concept, but it has to 
be reemphasized, and we have to be 
encouraged to give that example as 
religious. 


| am convinced that the youth today 
just do not have enough heroes, 
especially in the church, where they . 
want to look to people with deep 
respect and admiration, and want to 
be like them. The world of music, of 
athletics, the artistic world—they all 


have people who attract youth. We ~ 


need more of these ourselves. We 
need them to witness publicly to the 
excitement of the gospe! message, 
and to the enthusiasm that goes with 
it. 

SO WE HAVE the three points: 
personalism, patience and good 
example. 


There is so much for us to do to 
make it a part of our lives to witness to 
the faith. As | look at the evangeliza- 
tion plan of our diocese | realize that 
this could be a tremendous benefit to 
the religious vocation program, as 
people will be witnessing to what they 
believe in. That is going to be a very 
important part of what we do in the 
next two years in carrying the

MY CHALLENGE as an adult, and 
also the challenge to the adult world, 
is that we must never fail to realize 
that we have to encourage young 
people to measure up to the talent 
and the gifts they have. And we have 
to ask the question of the young 
people, if we know they have the basic 
gift or charism to serve, that they at 
least look at the possibility of a 
religious vocation. And the question 
asked by the vocations director is that 
which has to be asked of everyone— 
are you interested in the future of the 
church? 


There is no doubt in my mind as we 
come through the 10 years | have 
experienced as vocations director 
that service in the church is some- 


_ thing that people are interested in. | 


look at the permanent diaconate and 
know the great interest on the part of 
the laity. | look at youth and see how 
they respond to the idea of being of 
service to others when they recognize 
the need. And | look within myself and 
see that spiritual depth is something 
that’s a beautiful experience, some- 
thing that | hope more people would 
enjoy somewhere, sometime in their 
lives. 


But we all need encouragement. We 
all need that kind of affirmation daily 
in life from those around us who 
believe the way we believe and think 
the way we doandactthewaywedoin ~ 
accord with Christian principles. 


HOPEFULLY, if we can live up to 


” that more fully, if we can witness to _ 


that more completely, our commit- 
ment will be that much easier, and 
we'll live in a better world, and the 
church will advance because of it. 


Few have been blessed, as | have,. 
with the opportunity to share what | 
know about Jesus, and my hope and 
prayer is that future days will rendera 
really fruitful harvest, so that Christ 
will be cared for, that his message will 
be experienced by a greater number 
of people.

WASHINGTON (NC) — 
The four-year rising trend in 
the number of U.S. Catholic 
seminarians stopped a- 
bruptly in 1977-78, with 
1,200 fewer men studying 
for the priesthood than in 
1976-77, according to 
statistics compiled by the 
Center for Applied Re- 
search in the Apostolate. 


But CARA reported that 
the outlook over the next 
four years is “on the upward 
trend,” due to an increase 
in the number of older men 
beginning seminary train- 
ing at more advanced lev- 
els, particularly in religious 
orders. 


SEMINARY enrollments 
began to decline sharply in 
1964, triggering the so- 
called vocations crisis. The

Total enrollments at all 
levels, high school to novi- 
tiate, in both diocesan and 
religious-order seminaries, 
held firm until this year, 
when they dipped from 
18,029 to 16,831, a seven 
percent decline. 


The statistics are con- 
tained in the 1978 CARA 
seminary directory, which 
provides information on 
cost, programs and student 
aid at all. U.S. Catholic 
seminaries. Only those who 
were candidates for the 
priesthood were included 
in the CARA statistics. 


DIOCESAN seminaries 
were hit the hardest by the 
decline, showing a drop of 
13 percent, from 11,326 
students in 1976-1977 to 
9,839 in 1977-1978. Reli- 
gious-order seminaries, on 
the other hand, registered a 
one percent increase, from 
6,006 to 6,057 students. 


High school seminary 
enrollment dropped 14 
percent, from 7,047 to 
6,069, with religious-order 
seminaries showing a 19 
percent decline and their 
diocesan counterparts a 17 
percent decline.

On the college level, 
seminary enrollment drop- 
ped five percent, from 
4,801 to 4,574. Religious- 
order enrollment'increased

Bishop sees vocation crisis 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. (NC) 
—The chairman of the U.S. 
bishops’ Committee on 
Vocations predicts the 
vocations crisis will get 
worse before it gets better. 


“| think the big crunch 
will come in seven or eight 
years, and it may be deva- 
stating,” said Bishop Ken- 
neth Povish of Lansing, 
Mich., in last month’s issue 
of Columbia magazine, 
which was dedicated to 
Catholic vocations. 


“PRIESTS in their later 
years are retiring and, 
because of the overwork, 
priests in their prime now 
are going to be slowing 
down,” he said. “This is true 
not only for priests but for 
sisters and brothers too.” 


But Bishop Povish told 
the magzine, which is 
published by the Knights of 
Columbus, that the charis- 
matic movement may pull 
vocations out of a slump. 


Archbishop John R. 
Roach of St. Paul-Minnea- 
polis, the former chairman 
of the vocations committee, 
said solid family life is 
the key to building voca- 
tions.

“CERTAIN insights can 
be gathered from the differ- 
ent successful vocation 
initiatives,” a Columbia 
editorial said. “Hopefully 
they will offer guidelines 
that will turn around the 
present trend. 


“Allthe sisterhoods 
continuing to attract a 
sizable number of postu- 
lants stress community 
living, community prayer, 
and a distinctive garb,” it 
said. “Another common 
thread in all successful 
vocation programs is that 
the nuns and priests ap-- 
-pear to be joyful people 
happy with their state in 
life.” 


Marianist Father William 
Ferree, associate director 
of the second-career pro- 
gram at the University of 
Dayton (Ohio), said that the 
church should pay more 
attention to late and sec- 
ond-career vocations. He 
describes late vocations as 
those between 25 and 40 
years of age and second- 
career vocations as those 
after 40. 


Estimating that youth 
vocations are meeting only 
a third of the church’s 
needs, Father Ferree said 
that late vocations could 
supply 10 to 15 percent of 
the needs and second- 
ee vocations more than 

alf.

OUT OF THE HOUSE OF SLAVERY by Brian 
Haggerty. Paulist Press, 545 Island Rd., 
Ramsey, NJ 07446. 158 pages. $2.95 pb. 


For most people, the Ten Command- 
ments are a negative series of “Thou shalt 
not’s...” that spell an end to all that’s fun. 
Brian Haggerty takes a look at the 
meaning of these precepts and finds them 
important to insure human freedom and 
dignity. 


The work is divided into three main 
parts: on the needs of covenant and 
community, on the use of God and on the 
uses of people. 


This study of basic values was prompted 
by the drastic drop in public morality in 
the United States. The Christian principles 
that guided the foundation of this country 
can’t even be taught in the public schools. 
Even the religious values of Christmas and 
Easter are forbidden a place.
